It has 
kept tbe fruit in good condition bnt tbe 
liquid is deeply colored and has a fun* 
acid scorn floating on tbe top, so that it 
moit be replaced with fresh liquid, and 
Bach portions of the frojt as are soft 
must t» thrown away and tbe jars re- 
packed. 


Thia ia a work requiring much ex- 


perience and should be done only after 
the exhibit arrives in Chicago, when 
after repacking it will look aa fresh aa 
the day on which it was placed in the 
jtra. In order to test this matter I took 
several jara of wine grauea from tha 
basement and repacked them in the 
com mission 'd office. They are there oa 
exhibition now and are seen to be in a 
per Ject state of preservation, the bloom 
still baing on the berriea and the bfcrriea 
themeelvBB being as" hard as when firat 
picked. Thia work of repicking i-i very 
delicate and must be done by aa expsrt 
or one who has had considerable experi- 
ence iu such woik, as I have had ever 
since 1 took charge of the exhibit. 
I know that in several oiner counties 


the fruit presents the same appearanco 
'as that of the Freanolcount-y exhibit, and 
a person not familiar with the process ofV

The work of preparing the exhibit, I

How tbe King of the Islands Got 


Possession of Valuable State 


Papers. 


In the Sari Francisco Chronicle of 
February 6th there IB given a summary 
f leading facts and events reiatine to 
tie subject of the annexation of the 
Hawaiian islands to the United States, 
in which no mention is made of a mott 
mportant event that happened in the 
years 1308 G9. 


Ia March, 1863, tha United States 
teamer Ltckawanna arrived in tbe bar- 
)orof Honolulu under the command of 
laptain Reynolds, who, some years be- 
ore, had eerved four ynsrfl in Hawaii as 
a naval store keeper, or in some such 
tffico. 
Ostensibly the cruise of "the 


..ackawanna was of the eome nature as 
hat of any other United States vessel, 
mt in reality the was then for the ex- 
press 'purpose of feeling the pnlee of the 
ifttion in regard to annexation. 


During tbe steamer's stay in Honolulu 


a volnmiooua correspondence between 
the commander and the home govern- 
ment bad accumulated, and was in the 
wsBflseui) of Captain Reynolds. Gap* 
,iin Reynolds had at that time a clbrk, 
who was young and gay, fond of society, 
and, withal, & general favorite with the 
Sing's officers, one of whom, William 
Jagadalo, tbo official interpreter of lha 
snperior court, seemed to have &n un- 
usual influence over him, and who, in 
accordance with the expressed wish oi 
the King, prevailed on him to get 
3oaeesBion of that correspondence and 
;ake it to tht> King. 


When all had been made ready the 


dark announced' to hia friend Bagsda a 
;hat he would meet him at a certain 
place and thev would go together to the 
sing with all 'the lettera he .(the clerk) 
iiad purloined from the capeain relating 
to Hawaii. At the time appointed the 
clerk, disguised at a native woman, met 
Ragadale. and they went to the palace 
together where tbe letters were delivered 
to the king. 
The king beiog iu poaaasston oi this 


correspondence, was in a position to de- 
mand an explanation of thn intentions of 
the United States, which, it is said, he 
did. With those who wwre not directly 
connected with the affair It wae not 
definitely known whether he did or not, 
bnt It was very generally conceded that 
he did make snch a demand and that he 
got no satisfaction. However,' tbe clerk 
was arrested and kept in confinement on 
board the vessel during tbe reel of her 
atay in the islands and vnri subsequently 
cenrt martialed for the offense it Mart* 
Island. 
The officers and crew of the ship were 


forbidden going ashore in any part of tbe 
kingdom and for some time this order 
was rigorooily enforced, bat subse- 
quently rescinded. 
Shortly after tho 


rescinding of thn order tbe vessel left for 
home and it WES then that the subject 
w*i free'.y diacuBitd that tbe vessel's 
tniRaion was to annex the islands to tha 
United 8t«1es or elea to prepare the way 
for annexation, and that the correspond- 
ence stolen from the capUin related 
principally to that sobject.

A trust company with 
millions back of it doesn't rare mnch for 
a, $50,000 subscription as such, bnt it 
does care for that sum as au expression 
of tho feeling of the people toward an en- 
terprise. 


It was Eiiggeeted by Mr. Kearney that 


the bankers of thia city act as trniteea 
for the subscribers to tbe bonot; for the 
Monterey &. Fresno railroad, and that 
they 'pay the money to the railroad, aa 
auch trustees; when the road ia com- 
pleted and in operation, independently 
of the Southern Pacific company. Furth- 
ermore, the subscriptions and tbe value 
of the rights of way should he made a 
part of tbe bonded indebtedness of the 
company, with tbe understanding that 
they would have to be paid along with 
the other bonds should the road iu any 
way fall into the hands of the Sou hern 
Pacific. 


If the Monterey road itself agrees to 


pay back tbe subscriptions if tbe road 
passes into tho hands of the Sonthorn 
Pacific, 
that 
agreement might not 


tmouut to anything if the road becomes 
bankiupt, and therefore not he able to 
redeem ita promise. By making the 
subscriptions a part of the bonded in- 
debtedneis, the subscribers wonld be 
certain of getting back their money if 
the road should ever pass into the hands 
of the Southern Pacific. 


Two thinfta should be done im medi- 


ately by the people of thia valley, con- 
tinned Mr. Kearney; one of them is to 
organize the raisin industry and the 
other to build a competing railroad to 
lidevater. If the raiaiu men coold be. 
led to see that with reaaonalle freight 
rates they would realize* as much for 
raiaiua at 3 cents per pound a t they do 
now at 6, every owner of a twenty acre 
vineyard would" favor the road. Th'e 
speaker concluded by saying that the 
;ruit company in New York wanted to 
•et a road independent of the Southern 
Pacific, and aaaarancs must be given 
JolonelJonca that the paople wanted 
the road, so that when ha goes to New

The 
counties in the upper end of your great 
valley, being BO far inland, have many 
advantages, but their orange and leiuon 
groves citn only be kept clean and pros- 
>erous by great care in Eocuring treea 
rom equally favorable rletricta. The 
iretis should souod the note of warning. 
I am engaged in planting citrus fruit

The Water Slied May be Protected 


Without Depriving the People 


of Tlioir laud. 


EDITOR KEI-L'BUCAN. — The location of 
he westeru boundaries of the govern- 
meut reservation in the mountains as 
ecommended hy B. K, Allen, special 
gent of the general land office, id not 
iily an imposition upon the inhabitants 
f tho monntaine, but fo the whole state 
t large. If the situation TTQS fully nn- 
erstood, there would be a 
protest 


gainst it which would put & stop to all 
oture mistakes. of thia kind. 


The people of tho mountains folly ap- 
reciata the claim of the agricoltmibts 
nd hoiticultariata oi the Ban Joaquin 
alley to protect their water supply in 
he mountains and are willing to lend a 
and to that effect, but when they, the 
eople of the valley, ask for a reeerva- 
ion of more land than ia necessary to 
rotect their supply, thus depriving 
loueands of people from making a liv- 
og and stopping all developments of oar 
ataral resources, it is time the people 
i the mountains en tared a protest. 
Itia a well known fact tbat the tnonn- 
ain lands are the great pasture field of 
he state, and to close them against the 
tock industry wonld he the death blow 
D one of the most important and valu* 
bio induitrisa in thia portion of the 
tata, compelling many engaged in stock 
aieing to retire from the hnainees. 


No Bach damage baa ever been done to 


bo mountains by stock as many are led 
Dbalieve, and it is a question in the 
mountains, whether a m»jority of the 


eople who signed the memorial to con- 
;reaa Baking for this i eservo has ever 
ieen in the mountains or know any 
bing about them. 
The,people ol the mountains never 
ave been consulted regarding this 
eserraticn, and knew nothing of the 
movement nntil tbe lands had been 
rithdrsw'n from entry nor have they 
illy understood the eituation until 
ley read the notice of B. F. Allen, pub- 
ishedin the WEEKLY REPUBLICAN of 
anuary 13ib. 
If Mr. Allen recommends the removal 


E the western bootitJaritS twelve miles 
aet of the present boundaries,. which 
will leave cut the principal mining dis- 


•ims *na tbe timber lelt, and locom- 
oend tho renting of the reserve for grati- 
ng purposes nnder eertain restrictions, 
uJ ii meets the approval of the govern- 
ment, there will he im &eiioua objection 
3 tbe reservation. 
We do not ask for the abandonment 
f tbat portion of the reservation that 
oea protect the water abed of the 


mountain streams, for the reason that 
heae lands are worthless for anything 
xcept sheep ranges. The timber »

We do, however, protest against lands 


>eicg reierved that are fit for cultivation 
md on which exist some valuable farms,

The trustees refused to award the con- 
tract at the time •pacified, whereupon 
ieveral of the contractors withdrew their 
bids, expecting another time wonld be 
appointed for the purpose. 


Thereafter, during the night of Janu- 


ary 5th, two of the acbool trustees, as> 
Burning to represent tbe board, purported 
to have accepted the bid of the defend- 
ant, E. R. Smith, and awarded him the 
contract. On January llth the same 
tiuateea, purporting, to represent the 
board, entered into a second contract on 
behalf of the district, increasing tbe aam 
to be .paid for the uchool house, which 
was. original IT $2465. 


The affiant states on information and

BB1KF HISTORY OF THE CB1MK 


Attempt Made to Extort a Confes- 


sion From Blume— TUB 


Jury. 


The trial of Micnael Blnme, charged 


with the murder of A. G. Haskin, hpgan 
in Judge Holmes' department of the su- 
perior court yesterday morning. Assist- 
ant Difitrict Attorney Walaer appeared 
for tbe people aud on bis motion At- 
torney E. S. Van Meter was entered ai 
associate counsel. 
Attorneys W. R. 


Jacobs and G.C. Freman represented 
the defendant. 


After tbe reading of tbe information 


the work of empaneling a jury was be- 
gan. It was very alow work, indeed, 
and when the court adjomned at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon only one juror 
of the thirteen examined bad been ac- 
cepted, bis name is B. G. Woods and 
he was the fret on tha list. 


Tne examination the jurors are being 


pat to is a very searching one, and it ia 
not at all improbable that it will t ke all 
ol today and part of tomorrow to cem- 
plete the pace!. 
Of the first twelve 


talesmen six weie excused because they 
had formed an opinion &B to tbe RUilt or 
innocence of the defendant. 
Aa the 


murder waa widely published at the 
time, the ideal mror who bas not read an 
account of it in'the papers is naturally a 
iara avis. 


Blume, the defendant, sat behind his 


attorneys. He baa the appearance of 
being a complete physical wreck, and 
even if convicted will hardly die on tbe 
gallows. He has for a long time baea 
addicted to the morphine habit, using 
hypodermic injections of the drag, and 
is very fiail looking. He moves ahont 
witb difficulty. Blame also lete hie head 
hang down on one aide sa if hia epine 
had been severed, the result, it is said, 
of the suspension some Banger people 
subjected Mm to in ord«r to extort a con- 
fession from him. 
- The widow of the murdered man was 
also in court. She was clad in deepest 
mourning, and was an attentive listener. 
The attendance was small yesterday, but 
will be large enough when the teB'.lmonT 
begins, for the case ia an interesting one. 
The circumstances of the crime are 
brief!; as follows: 


llaskin waa a lumber herder on the 


Smith & Moore flume. On the morning 
of May '20, 1892, ha waa found lying be- 
neath the flume about four miles from 
Banger. On elimination it was discov- 
ered that bis skull was fractured, his jaw 
severely bruised and several teeth miss- 
ing, and one of his arms broken. He 
was alive bnt unconscious. 


Haskln was taken to Sanger by the 


men. It was at first supposed that be 
had made a misstep in the dark and 
fallen from the flume, which is eighteen 
feet high at that point. The injured 
man recovered consciousness after 
u 


while, and told a story ibar-pntanend 
to the occidental theory at once, so far 
as those who beard it were concerned. 


He stated that, while walking along 


the sootboard of the flame a short time 
after nightfall, hn was pushed off by a 
man armed with a polo or long piece of 
board.- After he baa falien to thegronnd 
he was aet upon by the man and two 
others, brutallv beaten with clubs and 
left for dead. * 


Haskin.aaid he recognized Blume as 


one of his assailants. The motive fur 
the dsed WRB stated-to bo revenue. "At 
the May day picnic at Cfintervilla Has- 
kin, wno was manager of the affair, had 
refused to allow Blnme to eell liquor on 
the grounds, and Blums is said to have 
threatened to get even with him. 


Blame was arrested ami charged with 


an assault with intent to commit murder. 
When Haakia died a week or BO later the 
charge was changed to mnrder, Mrs. 
Haskin swearing to the complaint. 


What gives this case addition interest 


is the attempt, or alleged attempt to ex- 
tort a confession from Blame by some 
persons in Sander. Blame's preliminary 
examination was bold in Sauger some 
time last July. It was completed in the 
morning of tbe second day and resulted 
In his being held to answer. For some 
season never stated Blame was iot 
brought back to this city Immediately 
alter the examination, but was lodged in 
tbe Sanger calaboose. That night a 
namber of people entered tbe calaboose 
by means of a key and took Blame there- 
from. 
He was conducted in a vehicle to where 


FTasltin had been found. Arrived there 
a rope was put around bis neck and he 
was asked to confess to the murder of 
Haskin. Blame refused, saying he had 
nothing to flo witn the mnrder and knew 
nothing about it. Upon this the end ol 
the rope was flung over a .projecting 
beam in the flame sod be was suspended 
for a brief period. 


He was unconscious when let down, 


bnt when be came too he was again 
asked to confess. He reiterated bis in- 
nocence and wns suspended once moro 
until be was unconscious." When re- 
vived he was again M&ed to confess and 
again he denied all knowledge of the 
murder. Seeing they could do nothing 
with him he was taken back to tha cala- 
boose as quietly as he had been taken 
from it. 


Such wes Blame's story and be showed 


a red ildga around hia neck in support of 
it. The Sanger people were very indig- 
nant when the account of the occurrence 
was published and .claimed that if any 
attempt to hang Blame hid been made 
he, himself, was the ?nilty one. Thia 
episode will no doubt be thoroughly gone 
into at the trial.

DR. DEAN CLAKKJE'S LECTURE ON 


THAT OUCUI/T SUBJECT. 


Intereating: Facts Concermug the 


Woiiderfnl Force of One Miud 


Over Another. 


Dr. Boon Clarke cave another lecture 


on ocenlt science laat Sunday night, ex- 
plaining animal magnetism, its origin 
and uses; hypnotism and how it is ac- 
complished; mind reading and thought 
transference how done; tbe trance state, 
psychometry, etc. 


Animal magnetism, vital force, nerve 


aora, psycfiic force, etc., are given to the 
force that connects soul end body, and in 
tbe direct agent in all the phenomena of 
of life, motion and sensation. 


This force is evolved by' tbe chemical 


action constantly going on in pur bodies 
and is obtained from food, drink and air. 
Our brains are the dynamo that concen- 
trate and discharge it along th'e nervous 
system to produce motion and all the or- 
ganic functions.

state called tranca. 


The hvpnotizer then can almost per- 


fectly control the subject, making him 
do his bidding, Bpjak his thoughts, etc. 
This power ia the key to explain spirit 
control aa recorded in tbe Bible and 
modem bia tor P. 


Psychometry is sympathetic rending of 


persons and things, BB the paycbome- 
triat feels the magnetic emanations from 
them, asfor instance they read from a 
lock of hair, or Anything saturated with 
the magnetiam of the person. All per- 
sons read thus ta some extent, by "first 
impression," as it is termed. 


Dr. Clarke has a faculty of making ab- 


struse subjects so clear to com prehen- 
sion that royatery flies before his elabor- 
ate analysis.

Their Position. 


We have endeavored to have the dif- 


ferences in cost of works added and 
worka omitted adjusted by the terms ol 
the contract now in existence between 
the contractiog parties without goinx 
Into any public discussion as to the 
merits ami value of each alterations. We 
state first that we did cot solicit the 
cbaogea made from plans, bnt as the 
work progressed the county, by its 
agents or employees and board of super- 
visors, made revised plans, requirioE a 
different and improved construction, the 
items requiring «n additional price. The 
amount was agreed to in writing, and in 
each case tbe board was given the option 
of paying the prico or ordering the work 
done and ihe prioe adjusted by arbitra- 
tion belore the final certificate of com- 
pletion as required by contract. 


Asiegarda other changes the county 


ordered, with our consent, the new plans 
for thti floor, beams, ceiling and root 
conelruction ; also did tbe county, by Ha 
Bupervisore, verbally order iha change in 
cornice item said stone cemented to gal- 
vanized iron painted and sanded. 


All to be adjudged by arbitration be- 


fore the final acceptance of work. This 
is the usual mode of proceeding in all 
contracts. We will state once for all 
that we want nothing from JFreEnocounty 
but fair dealing and have not, fit any 
time, demanded or • proposed 
unfair 


propositions. We consider the county 
had tbe rinbt to order changes without 
the pKca being previously agreed. Take 
from them that authority and whet is 
their poeition? We think it would be 
this : Every change,emallor large.woald 
have to be made at tbe contractor's price 
or arbitrated. If arbitrated, what would 
he the cost oE each ; tba amount would 
ba governed by the work considered, but 
a reasonable allowance would be $300 for 
each meet ing aiid conclusion of arbitra- 
tors. 


We did not consider our position gave 


us the privilege of demanding a price to 
be fixed befme each item of change was 
proceeded with. We consider a demand 
of that nature would be unfair to tbe 
county, as a disagreement on value 
would make the county unnecessary ex- 
pense. We have balieved all along that 
there IB a man who, if he had any proper 
regard or conception of proprieties or 
fairness would not sit or act iu the mat- 
ter, and if willing to do a j ought not to 
be allowed to act as a member of tbe 
grand

for the county for several months. We 
consider bim so incompetent and unfair 
that we demanded hia dismissal from 
the work. We had no objection to any 
fair minded", competent man, but refused 
to bs dictated to by a man we believed 
to be entirely incompetent and dieqaali- 
fied, as it wiU apparent that he had not 
even seen a building constructed of fire 
proof materials. While be~was superin- 
tendent of the work he endeavored to 
procure a subcontract for putting in con- 
crete in the internet, of a utuson con- 
tractor and mutual friend. He failing to 
do eo has made hia friend an unjust 
critic of the work as it hnn progressed. 
As regards tbe reports made public con- 
cerning the tower truss construction we 
believe that had all of the work called 
for in plans aud specifications been in 
placo that the would-be-experts would 
have considered the construction autfid- 
ent for the requirements. Bnt what was 
the condition when they examined tho 
work? Lees than .one-haU of tbe rt- 
quired'work was in position and was in- 
complete, because of the fact that had 
we put in 0.11 of thd work at that time it 
would have been necessary to remove 
the roof of the old building entirely and 
tubject the building to the weather. 
This 
we 
did 
not 
consider 


necessary, but simply cut holes in the 
old roof to insert enough timber to sup- 
port tbe new tower partially completed. 
When the construction is complete ac- 
cording to plane, we believe that is emi- 
nently the proper time for each investl- 
gat ons to be considered. As to a refer- 
ence made about unmecbanical work- 
manship, we are employing, as we be- 
lieve, the beat of Fresno's mechanics, 
and constructing the work under super- 
vision of both architect and county 
superintendents' As to the quality of 
lumber, we believe it to be good but not 
purchased from a local firm. As to the re- 
port given V>y the committee selected by 
the grand jury, we believe that commit- 
tee to be composed of novices, which 
fart must have been well, known, aa 
well as their adverse interest when ap- 
pointed, and naturally, their report is 
diabolical. * As to the report of grand 
jury refemng^to the tronble in reaching 
agreement with contractois ad to the 
prif e to be allowed for changes, they say 
if tbe board acted with unanimity these 
matters could be iettled without lots or 
damage to -the county. We would re- 
spectfully ask if they consider that the 
hoard ol supervisors' united action with- 
out being governed by expert builders, 
wcnld settle the difference without dam- 
age to the contractors. It appears to us 
that the grand jury IB being induced to 
follow on a prearranged plan to extort 
an unreasonable amount of money from 
'the contrictors to which the county is 
not entitled. 


We have the following reasons for 


thinking this to be the case: When 
they appointed a committee to expert 
tbe work, the majority of that committee 
wns composed of men who had been 
competitor* for the whole or part a of the 
construction of eaid work. That com* 
mittee's report ia enough, if properly 
considered, to establish thoiq incom- 
pstency to act in the capacity assumed 
for them. As to the estimates of Mr. 
Schwartz and Mr. Quriett, we do not be- 
lieve them In a line of busizesB whicb 
would tend to fit them to paea judgment 
on prices en labor and materials as re- 
quired in this contract. The duties of 
an architect do not require him to 
keep p steu in prices and materials and 
labor as is required of a practical builder, 
and we refuse to consider their estimates 
as a baaia for a reasonable or just settle* 
ment. We believe that it is unjust for 
the report of Messrs. Kent and Miller, 
who were both employed and both re- 
ceived a liberal compensation for their 
services to make a correct estimate of 
tbe ~ amount 
oi 
additions 
and 


deductions, to be simply overlooked and 
referred to es being inequitable and uot 
worthy of serious consideration. We be- 
lieve that both of them are far superior 
to any of tha parties who have aeeamed 
themselves competent to matte estimates 
of this work. Aa to an offer made by us 
to the old boird to concede a greater 
amount than the estimates now abow 
tha same was made without fully con- 
sidering the changes as they now stand, 
and for tbe convenience and economy ot 
having no expense, of arbitration and 
loss of time on the construction of tbe 
building. If there is * more fair or just 
manner to iqaally adjust differences of 
this kind than to refer tbe same to com- 
petent builders we would be pledaed to 
know of such and will agree to any propo- 
sition that will give us 'equal justice.
